‘this is an appropriate time to remind you of the requirements, established by 


Federal law and implementing regulations, concerning the distinction between 


personal papers and official documents. The key points of these issues are outlined 


in GSA Bulletin FPMR B-106 (copy enclosed). 


Because records created by senior executives have obvious historical value, those 
of us involved in records management naturally are concerned with the eareful 
application of these guidelines. I did want you to be aware of these requirements 
during the transition period.
